*T'O paſs over the Title of that Paper which will 
not appear to be the Stats of the Caſe, as is 


alledg'd of the + Inhabitants of that 
Province, and to make no- reflection on 
the authority to preſent--fuci. a Paper, 
(which is not ſign'd by any one or more 
Perſons) and the Impcrictions of it, 
in referring to Papers mention'd to be 
annexed, when no ſuch wera annex'd 
ro if, at the time it was exhibired, or 
the laſt time it was mov'd in, ſaving 
that then a printed Tyrhing Table was 
thrown in Without any Order of Coun: 
cel upon it, tho ſuch an Order is ſaid ro 
be annexed to ir. And to come ro the 
macters chieſly intended in the ſ4jJ Pa 
pers it is obſeryab:s. 


i For ſome of the Im- 
propriafors in Ulſter re- 
ceive the gd. as in Fanthan 
Parith in the Dioce!s of 
Derry, &c, and others of 
them a Proportion of rhe 
ſaid 9d. So that where 
there are Impropriators 
the whole 9d. is not re- 
ceiv'd by the Clergy; and 
in many places in that Pro- 
vince, where the !mpro; r:- 
ators are no*y4'he gd. 1s nut 
receiv dby the Clergy but 
lometimes 6 d. ſometimes 
4 d. XC. asin {ome par's of 
tre County of Dyuwn and 
Monaghan, 


I. That ſeveral matters of Fad thereby afſerred 
are much miſtaken, as will appear by what follows. 
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r. It is taken for grante3 by that Paper, That by 
the Eftabliſhed Laws of this Reatn, all Tythes, and 0: 
- ther Perſonal Dutier, ouzht to be paid to the Clergy of 
the Province of Uiller, in ſuch manner as is uſual in 
other parts of this K ingdom, and not otherwiſe, which 
indeed may be ſo far true, if mavner there-be taken 
and intended to ſignifie that they ſhould He truly 
and readily paid and ſet forth, er to have relation to 
the particu'ar manner or way of Tytiing or Paying 
them: Burt if it be taken in the ſenſe in which ic 
ſcems to be intended, and which only will ſerve their 
purpoſe, then ic muſt be underitood that all Tythes 
and Perſonal Duties, or ihe Compoſitions and A- 
greements for them, now are, or ought to be, the 
ſame by the Eſtabliſhed Laws of this Kingdom, in all 
che ſeveral parts thereof; ang it taken in this 
ſenſe, the matter of Fatt will appear to be far other- 
wiſe. For 

2dly. It cannot be denyed that Tythes (which are 
2 toth. part of the Anuall Fruits or [ncreaſe, either 
of the Earth or of Beaſts, &c.) werg in their own 
nature and flrſt inſtitution of them due and payable 
in their proper kind, and ſuch Tythes as could be 
fo paid, were Originally alike due and payable ra 
the Clergy of 2//er as to the Clergy of other parcy 
of the Kingdom, and not otherwiſe. Bur ſince the 
time the payment of them was firſt ordained in 
Englayd and Ireland by the command ot their re! 
pettive Kings and Princes, and Confirm'd and ella- 
bliſhed by the Laws and Conſtitutions of thoſe 
Realms, Cuſtom and Preſcription { founded upon 
compolition and apreement bcetwern rthote who 
wcre to reccive and thoſe who were to pay the 
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Tythes and other Dues) have quite altered the ſame; 
and have brought in a different mods decimand: for 
the ſame things almoſt in every Pro- |

hath been fo for timc immemoral. 


II. The ſecond matter of Fact alledg'd in the ſaid 
Paper is as much miſtaken as the firſt, the ſame be- 
ing inſerced in th{fe worws, | 


2, That upon ſome Comtroverfies pretended to ariſe” 
between the Clergy and Layty of that Province, in the 
5th. Tecr of King Charlcs I. the they Lord Primate of 
Ireland, intending, as is alledged, to ſettle and com- 
poſe theſe differences, colletied a Table of Tythes calcu- 
lated for the ſaid Province, altogether differing from 
ihe Rates paid in other parts of this Kingdom; and by 
his Graces influeyce an Order of Conncel{ was obtaind 
for confirmation thereof, thereby ſſriflly charging and 
commanding ail Biſhops, Chancelors, Oc. to put the 
ſame in execution, 'and to wetermin ail cauſes of Tythes 
according ts the ſame, the great miſtakes whereot will 
ap->ear 11 What f0110Ws. 
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That tho it may be truc ſuch a Table of Tythes 
was coileHed by the then Lord Primate, and caleu- 
lated for the Province about the time therein men- 
tion'd, Which did differ from the Rates paid in other 
parts of the Kingdom, as that Province did then dit- 
fcr (and ſtill doth) in many caſes from the circum- 
ſtances of the otier Provinces; yet they nave not 
reaſon to complain of the then Lord Primare, be- 
cauſe that Table in che inſtance piven in the Paper 
of Nine pence, for a new Milch Cow, and Four 
pence halt penny, for » Gawnagh or Stripper, was 
more for the caſe of the Layty then the former 
Tything Table; And whereas they alſo charge the 
ſaid Lord Primate by his influence, &c. to have ob- 
tain'd an Order of Councel for the confirmation 
thereof, as is thertin expreſsly aver'd. And the 
Paper refers to fuch an Order annexed: Yet no ſuch 
fOcder was annexed at the time of cxlibiting that 
Paper, or f(ince. And there is preat reaſon to believe 
there never was any fuch Order, or Att of State as is 
evident from the very form of the ſaid Table, where- 
by tis order'd to be entred amongſt the Ads 'of 
Srate here, and the Chicf Governours required to 
publiſh the fams; and it plainly appears wpon the 
faſt motion made in that matter, in the Houſe of 
fommons, that nothing was to” bs annexed but a 
T'ything Table, without any Af of Srate to cor 
firm it, there being no occaſion on the Clergies be- 
Half for any ſuch At of State, or confirmation 
of the ſame ; It being made in favour of the Layty, 
and only confirm'd and ratitycd by the Royal Au- 
thority ſq far forth as the Rates contaiad therein are -

the preventing all future difterence, that might ariſe 
"concerning the ſame; And this brings in the next, cr 
thir matter of Fact to be conſider'd, which is af- 
firm'd in theſe words. | 

HI. That by Colour thereef, that is (of the ſaid 
Table and Order of Councell ) the Flnifers of that 
Province ag receive nine perce for each Milch Cow and 
Calf where onely a pemny haif penny is due and pay- 
able, The anſwer whereunto 1$ this, v/2. 

That feveral of the Miniſters of that Province do 
receive nie pence for each new Milch Cow and Calt, 
bur that they do receive it by colour of the ſaid 
Tything Table and Order of Councell ( or rather 
no Order of Councel) or that they reccive it where 
only @ penny halt penny is due and payab:e, is ablo- 
lurely denyed, the truth. whercot will be clearly c- 
vinced from what enſues. | 

x. I: muſt be univerſally acknowledged that all 
Tyths arc payable in kind, where Cuſtom alters 
not the Law, and that if a penny half perny 15 onciy 
due and payable for T'yth 0ta Milch Cow and Calf 
{ where nine pence is received) then the ſaid penny haif 

femy:

pPerny muſt become due and payableby Cuſtom and 
Pecſcription for the ſaid T'yths upon fome apreemenc 
or compoſition made for the ſame. But that ſuch 
Cuſtom & Preſcription cannot be inſiſted upon in this 
place is very plain, becauſe fuch Cuſtam or Preicrip- 
tion muſt be continued & uninterrupted, ciſe it ceaſes 
fo be ſuch Cuſtom or Preſcription as is legal or bind- 
ing. And it cannot well be denyed that the »me- 
fence. for the ſaid Tythes, &c. hath been received 
-( where the Penny half Penny is onely pretended to. 
be due) ſor 80 years laſt paſt, and that is fuch an 
interruption and diſcontinuance, that ſuch pretcnce 
of 2a Penny half Penny being only due, muſt there- 
upon vaniſh and quite diſappear. And it might 
with preat rcafon have been expected that the Cler- 
gy of that Province might have received the »ine 
Pence. for 85 Ycars more, Without the [caſt queſtion 
or diſpute, had not there come over fſincc the late 
Troubles into that Province from the Neighouring 
Kingdom a great number of People penerally diſat- 
f:(tcd ro the Eſtabliſhed Church, who (being ftrangp- 
crs to the Country and this ſettled Compoſition) did -

if the Compoſition of a Penny half Penny infiſted to 

bc oze:y.duc and payablc hath no other toundation 
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then as above, then the Tyth of Milk, Calf, and 
Cheeſe, ought to be paid in kind according to King 
Fames's firfi, Order in his plantation of Z///er and the 
Inquiſitions upon Which the fame was grounded 
ſince found or the value of them, or the ſettled Com: 
poſition for 'em; andin truth »ine pence is not ge- 
neraily the full value of the roth part of the yearly 
increaſe of a Milch Cow, and yet it was accepted 
by thie Clergy and agreed to be paid by the Layry, 
not only in licu of thoſe Tythes, and in conſidera» 
tion of the diſficu'ty of paying them in Kind, but 
alſo in lieu of many antient Cuſtomary * Dues be- Note, The: 
longing to the Clergy of much preater vallue, which 6 wpmsr. 3 
they quitted in favour to the Layty, the one being Tenntbanic

And it is further obſervable, thar after ſuch provi- 
ſon was made for the Clerry in T///fer, and thar 
they had over and above tucty provition, confider- 
able endowments of Gleab ſecticd upon them by the 
pious bounty of that Wite and Relipious Prince, that 

CG the 
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'the Eccleſiaſtical Bene fices and Promotions in that 


Province were tax'd in the 147h Year oi the Reign 


of that King, with refſpeQt to ſuch Dues and Endow- 
ments, and to this day the Clergy there do pay 


Twentieth Parts, and Firſt Fruits, according to the 
Taxes on Record in the Exchequer tor the ſame. And 
if thoſe Dues ſhould be leſſened, then the Cicrgy 
ought not in conſcience to ſtand obliged to pay ac: 
cording to the ſaid Rates in the Kings Books for 

them, whieh hath brought (and (!i'i brings) in a con- 


ſiderable Revenue to the Crown ever {Qnce the ſaid 


Taxation; ſo that His Majcſlies Revenue will be nc: 
ceſſarily thereby impaired, which all good Subyects 
ought as much as ia them lies to prevent. 

And it may be further conſider d, Thar if the 
Clergy of Z//ter do receive more in this particular 
then other Clergy of the Kingdom do (for which 
there may be many Reaſons given) they likewiſe are 
generally raxed much higher in the Kings Books then 
others of the Clergy in other parts of the Kingdom 
are, and pay accordingly, there having been no Tax: 
ation of Church Livings mads in all King Fames the 
firſts time, but only in 7Mer, and that done (aftce 
the »ine pence for a Milch Cow was ſettled) as is 
plain by the Kings Books on Record in the Ex- 
chequer. 

Moreover to aſſert that a Penny half Penny is or 
ever was only due and payable in all parts of the 
Kingdom, or more eſpecially in Z/fter tor the Tyth, 
of Milch Calf, &c. as a general Kule cither in the 
whole Kingdom, or in that Province where wie perce 
is received as in that Paper ſeems to be. imply'd, is ſo 
groſs a miſtake, that it appears by Inquiſitions of old 
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Times, before the: plantation of Z///fer. that Eight 
Pence was paid for Tyth of Cow and Cal! in ſome 
part of the Diocefs of Derry, Four pence beif perny in 
ſome part ot the County of 7yrone, and in Monaghan 
at this day Foxy pence is paid, which laſt nam'd Coun- 
_ ty isin the Proviace, but not of the Eſcheated Coun. 
ties, cum multis aliis; to much miſrepreſemed is that 
third matter of fact alſo. 

IV. The Fourth matter of Fat is, That by the 
ſaid pretended Table of Tythes, and Order of Conncel ſe 
wverall other Daes are illegally impos'd and exeled from 
His Majeſties Subjeits of that Frovince contrary to all 
Law and Reaſon. 

x. Nothing is impos'd without conſent, Confide- 
cation, and recompence, as above; and thercfore 
nothing exated, becauſe the Clargy have not a tull 
recompence, for the T'yth Milch, &c. and the Cuſte- 
mary Dues taken from them ; and this laſt Table con- 
firs nothing therein mention'd, but {o far forth ag 
it is agreeable to Law and Caſtom, (which alters 
the Law ) and therefore not contrary to all Law and 
Reaſon, as is aſſerted in that Paper. 

In the laſt place it is obſervable how lictla reaſon 
the Layty have to complain of this /aft Tab's, which 
brings down the nine pence a Cow formerly ſ{ctled to 
four pence half penny in ſome caſes, for which they 
were beholden to that Primate 'mention'd in the ſaid 
Paper, in prevailing with the Clergy to ſubmit there- 
unto, and more elpecially they ought not to com- 
plain of che Ducs mentioned in that Fable as illegal- 
ly impoſed or exacted, ſince all the zcit of che partt- 
culars in it are cither agrecable to Law, or rated 
much under the truc and real valus of the FROM

paid to-the Clergy, and by them quitted as one of- 
thoſe old Cuſtomary Dues (being the roth part of a 
Mans Goods.) Ie cannot but be ackowledged that it 
was for the great caſe and benefir of the Layrty thar 
the -laft wes introduced into the place of the former, 
and thercforc there is.no reaſon. ſor them to be dif- 
{atisfied-in char particular, 

Laſtly, in the end of the Paperig a Petition ſor Re- 
areſs; masmuch as the Rates conterat in the ſaid Ta: 
ble of Tythes are therein ſaid to be alltogerher unrea- 
lohable, Alega!, arbitrarily impoſed on the Sub- 
zect, without any due Courſe of Law. 

To which may be anſwerd, Thar many of the 
Rates are withour queſtion agreeable to Law, and 
that they ate onely confirmed by that Table fo far 

\ forth -as' agreeable to Law axd the Cuſter: of that Pro. 
Vince, (which alters theLaw) For which there was 
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2'compoſition made, and a much more valuable con: 
ſideration was given, and parted with both ſor the 
#iye pence a Gow and the old Mortuaries, then the 
Valus. receiv'd to the Clergy ( which ſeems to be the 
two chief matters principally ſtruck at by thoſe that 
brought in that Paper ) and it any have reaſon to 
complain the Clergy have, in loſing one half 6f their 
nine pence in many places by the ſaid Table. 

And it is further to be conſider'd That mutyall 
conſent and ſubmiſſion of Clergy and Layty con- 
cludes the Partie3 as much as if it had been Cone by 
due Courſe of Law, and eſpecially when ſerled up- 
cn iull hearing of ali complaints and grievances; and 
this being fo done, and an agreement made thereupon 
and: executed for 80 years cogather in ſome caſes,and 
in all near 70, ſeems not to deſerve thoſe hard words 
that reflect ſo. much unreaſonableneſs and i!legality 
on the ſaid Tything Table it felt, and ſo much arbi- 
trarinels on the Roval Authority, which was only 
inſtrumental in ſettling and compoſing the difteren- 
ces concerning the ſame between he Clergy & Lay- 
ty as aforeſaid; eſpecially if it ſhall be further con- Memorand.

the interpoſition of the King, his Chief Governours, 
and his Councel here, founded upon the conſent 
both of the Clergy and Layty, after a full hearing 
and mature conſideration had of the Grievances and 
Complaints of all the Partics concerned ; and alſoto
